Of the various activities of Business, its Bank stands out among them all, and indeed 
ranks with the foremost of the High School Banks in the country. Its staff is composed of 
only ten students, but these for the most part are leaders about school. In fact, the Bank js 
recognized for the high scholastic standing of its staff, and there are few who are not on the 
honor roll 

The Bank is just completing an exceedingly prosperous year under the able supervision 
of Mrs. Outwater and its officers. Although it is one of the oldest activities of the school, 
it in no way lacks in detail what any modern bank possesses; it has the latest check-w Titing 
devices to insure safety; its bookkeeping is done on a bookkeeping machine and kept in dup- 
licate to guard against any possible error; and it has two adding machines to assist the staff. 
Accounts in the bank range anywhere from ten cents to two thousand dollars, on which are 
paid three per cent interest. All accounts of the various other activities and funds are kept 
here, and the Bank stands ready to serve the pupils as well as the faculty whenever its con- 
venience and facilities are desired.
